NEW LIFELINE 

Decision on fate of Epsom Hospital services delayed 


The fate of the threatened Epsom 
Hospital is again up in the air after 
the review aiming to strip two hos¬ 
pitals in the region of their acute 
services has been postponed at the 
last minute for a second time. 

Recommendations under the Bet¬ 
ter Services Better Value (BSBV) 
on which two hospitals of Epsom, 
St Helier, Croydon, Kingston and St 
George’s were to lose their accident 
and emergency (A&E), maternity 
and children’s departments were to 
be decided behind closed doors at a 
crunch meeting between health 
bosses yesterday. 

Following a shock development

on Tuesday evening, the Epsom 
Guardian learned the recommen¬ 
dations had postponed at the last 
minute until at least March. 

It comes after mounting pressure 
on BSBV this week, with represen¬ 
tatives from Epsom and Ewell, Sur¬ 
rey, Sutton, and Merton councils 
all calling for the review to be 
halted. 

MP Chris Grayling welcomed the 
postponement. 

He said: “I’m glad that the NHS 
has pulled back from making an 


instant decision based on a flawed 
process. 

“I think there now needs to be a 
proper discussion of different op¬ 
tions for our area, and sensible de¬ 
cisions need to be taken with the 
interests of the people of Surrey in 
mind.” 

The first BSBV review - in which 
Epsom Hospital was not included - 
was conducted by 60 clinicians at a 
cost of £2m to the taxpayer and re¬ 
sulted in St Helier’s A&E and ma¬ 
ternity unit being earmarked for 
closure. 

Public consultation on the plans 
were postponed in November at the 


last minute after clinicians from 
Surrey raised concerns when 
Epsom Hospital was added to the 
review after its planned merger 
with Ashford and St Peter’s hospi¬ 
tal collapsed. 

Councillor Nick Skellett, chair¬ 
man of Surrey County Council’s 
health scrutiny committee, said: 
“Since Epsom and North Surrey 
came on to the scene there should 
have been a pause to review exactly 
how they were going to deal with a 
much bigger area and 300,000 extra 
people.

A “role model for other prison¬ 
ers” who killed a defenceless 
man in an attack described 
as “feral” has had his jail 
sentence cut. 

Andrew Hugh Elvin, 23, was 
jailed for a minimum of 11 
years and 39 days at the Old 
Bailey in January 2007, after 
he was convicted of kicking 
and stamping Luke Salisbury 
to death at his home in Oaks 
Square, Epsom. 

But, after reviewing his time 
in prison on Friday, February 
15, High Court judge Mrs Jus¬ 
tice Dobbs cut his minimum 
term to 10 years, bringing for¬ 
ward his potential release date 
to early 2017. 

Justice Dobbs said: “He has 
filled his life working for oth¬ 
ers in prison, but also outside, 
as shown by his fundraising 
activities for charity.

“There can be no doubt in my 
mind that the overall picture 
demonstrates exceptional and 
unforeseen progress.” 

Elvin killed the 31-year-old 
after a row about a previous in¬ 
cident when Mr Salisbury had 
spat at Elvin’s sister. 

Mr Salisbury was punched, 
kicked, stamped on and 
dragged downstairs. Elvin 
then stripped his clothes and

left him naked at the bottom of 
the stairs. 

After the 2007 trial, Mr Salis¬ 
bury’s brother Julian told the 
Epsom Guardian Elvin’s sen¬ 
tence failed to reflect the dev¬ 
astation caused to his family 
by his brother’s killing. 

He said: “No sentence, how¬ 
ever long, would adequately re¬ 
flect the family's sense of loss.” 

Justice Dobbs said Elvin has 


since shown “genuine re¬ 
morse” and developed into a 
mature man. 

She said: “He came in an im¬ 
mature teenager with little in¬ 
sight into the appropriateness 
and risks of violent behaviour 
and with little empathy for the 
victim. 

“He has developed into a ma¬ 
ture young man with real in¬ 
sight into himself and others. 

“He has shown genuine re¬ 
morse and fully accepted re¬ 
sponsibility for causing the 
fatal injuries to the deceased. 

“He has acknowledged the 
impact of his actions on others 
and in particular the family of 
the deceased. He does not 
blame others. 

“This unforeseen change of 
heart happened within 18 
months of the offence and the 
applicant has sought to ad¬ 
dress, and has addressed, the 
factors which might have been 
drivers in the offence.”

Shooting threat sparks police manhunt 


Police launched a manhunt for an 
armed fugitive after an incident on 
Epsom Downs on Tuesday. 

A man allegedly threatened to 
shoot another man at about 
3.50pm. Armed officers scoured 
the scene and found the alleged 


victim uninjured. 

Epsom and Ewell neighbourhood 
Inspector Craig Knight reassured 
worried residents as police contin¬ 
ued to the hunt the man on 
Wednesday. 

He said: “We don’t believe that 


anyone is at risk other than the 
victim who is safe and well and 
under police control. 

“We are looking for the individu¬ 
al, we know who we are looking for 
and it’s only a matter of time be¬ 
fore we find them.” 


Only three people attend fire meeting 


A public meeting on the consul¬ 
tation to remove a fire engine 
from Epsom was attended by 
just three residents on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day. 

The meeting, held by Surrey 
Fire and Rescue Service (SFRS) 
at Bourne Hall, was organised 
after it extended the closing 
date of the consultation to re¬ 
configure fire services across 
Epsom and Ewell, and Reigate 
and Banstead to March 4 - 
which would see one fire engine 
relocated from Epsom to Burgh 
Heath by 2014. 

Epsom councillor Jan Mason, 
who attended the meeting with 
Councillor Nigel Pavey, said the 


turnout was “very disappoint¬ 
ing” and questioned how well- 
publicised it had been. 

She said: “I know it was Valen¬ 
tine’s night and I don’t know 
whether the time lapse between 
publicising the meeting and 
holding it was too short. 

“There were only 50 spaces for 
the public that had to be re¬ 
served in advance so maybe peo¬ 
ple were put off and thought 
there would be no room. 

Coun Mason said SFRS gave a 
“very full presentation” and 
took on board the public’s 
views and questions, but be¬ 
lieves the views of three resi¬ 
dents are “not representative”. 


She added: “I don’t know what 
SFRS is going to make of this 
because you can’t gauge the full 
picture from three people, it’s 
not representative. Can we 
hold another meeting?” 

A SFRS spokesman said: 
“We’ve been asking Surrey resi¬ 
dents for their opinions on 
plans to open two new fire sta¬ 
tions. The public meeting at 
Bourne Hall was only one part 
of the consultation that has had 
more than 300 responses. 

“We’re still encouraging peo¬ 
ple to give us their opinions be¬ 
fore March 4 by emailing 
psp@surreycc.gov.uk or calling 
03456 009009.”

Oxford college-owned land 
could become retail park 


Homes, a retail park or multi¬ 
plex cinema could be built on 
land owned by a historic col¬ 
lege for 750 years. 

One of Oxford’s oldest col¬ 
leges and Mole Valley Council 
are seeking a partner to devel¬ 
op 32 acres of land next to the 
Leatherhead bypass. 

Merton College, founded in 
Surrey in 1264, owns grazing 
and farmland sites in the 
greenbelt neighbouring the 
council’s allotments that 
would be moved. 

Walter de Merton, one-time 
Chancellor of England and 
Bishop of Rochester, founded 
the college in Malden, Surrey, 
before it moved to Oxford at 
the end of the 13th century. 

College agent John Gloag 
said: “Our founder endowed

the college land from 
Northumberland to Surrey 
when he created the college 
and one estate, Malden 
Rushett, now forms the area 
being marketed. We have had 
it for 750 years.” 

He said estates scattered 
across the country are used to 
further the aims of the college 
that are education as well as 
research. 

The marketing of the land 
between Leatherhead and 
Ashtead comes as the council 
carries out a review of the 
greenbelt boundary in Mole 
Valley. 

Mr Gloag explained histori¬ 
cally the land was probably 


copyhold tenure, which at its 
origin in medieval England 
saw tenants use land in return 
for services to the lord of the 
manor. 

Now the northern site is let 
to farm tenants and has a pair 
of cottages while the southern 
site used to have compounds 
when the M25 was created and 
enlarged.

Tax increase to protect services 


Councils in Surrey will 
defy accusations of 
“democracy dodging”, 
and raise council tax in 
April in a bid to safeguard 
its services. 

Epsom and Mole Valley 
councils on Tuesday 
night joined Reigate and 
Banstead Council, Surrey 
Police and Surrey County 
Council in voting to in¬ 
crease council tax by 1.99 
per cent from April in a 
bid to safeguard services. 

The councils turned 
down a grant, equivalent 
to a 1 per cent increase 
that the Government of¬ 
fered in return for freez¬ 
ing council tax. 

In Epsom and Ewell the 
rejected grant on offer 
was £51,000. 

The hike will bring in 
£103,000 a year, costing 


the average household 6p 
more a week. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, 
chairman of the strategy 
and resources committee, 
was unabled to give spe¬ 
cific uses for the funds, 
but said it would protect 
social centres and parks. 

Coun Dallen said: “Any 
cuts would be to services 
that residents really 
want. That’s why we are 
doing all we can to try to 
stop that. 

“Each year we seem to 
survive, but it’s getting 
tighter and tighter.” 

He pointed out freezing 
tax would make the coun¬ 
cil £250,000 worse off in 
three years time. 

The Government is cut¬ 
ting core funding to the 
council by 11 per cent, or 
about £300,000, in 2013-14. 


Mole Valley Council 
turned down the council 
tax freeze grant of £62,000 
in favour of raising coun¬ 
cil tax in order to 
gain “long-term financial 
stability”. 

Both councils also 
passed budgets for the 
next financial year. 

Local Government and 
Communities Secretary 
of State Eric Pickles had 
said councillors had a 
“moral duty” to maintain 
the freeze. 

He accused those rais¬ 
ing council tax to just 
below the 2 per cent 
threshold needed to trig¬ 
ger a referendum of being 
“democracy dodgers”.

Volunteer-run library 
‘still requires staff 


Stoneleigh library re-opened as a 
volunteer-run service at the week¬ 
end - despite professional staff 
members still being required to 
help run it for the next few weeks. 

More than 100 residents turned 
up to see the library re-open as a 
community partnership library 
on Saturday, February 16, follow¬ 
ing its closure for two weeks for 
refurbishment.

Epsom Councillor Mike Teas- 
dale said SCC leases the library 
building from an offshore owner, 
on agreement it will be run as a li¬ 
brary by SCC. 

The owner is yet to sign an 
agreement that it can be run by 
volunteers - forcing professional 
staff to remain on site. 


He said: “The volunteers will ac¬ 
tually benefit from having the 
Surrey staff with them in the 
meantime as it will mean more 
training for them.” 

One of the eldest of the library’s 
users, Eileen Salisbury, cut the 
ribbon at the re-opening ceremo¬ 
ny along with one of the youngest, 
Samit Eryurur, while visitors 
were treated to refreshments, a 
cake made by Nescot students, 
and a harp recital by Naomi 
Harling.

A stormy response 
to PCC’s comments

Calls for controversial police 
commissioner Kevin Hurley’s res¬ 
ignation have come after his out¬ 
spoken comments in last week’s 
Epsom Guardian. 

Charles Crichlow, the National 
Black Police Association presi¬ 
dent and a neighbourhood police 
officer, said the comments made 
by Mr Hurley, on the race of po¬ 
lice officers being irrelevant, 
were “totally outrageous” and 
said the ex-policeman is “not fit” 
to be Surrey’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC). 

He said: “I worry for Surrey. If 
Mr Hurley is standing by his com¬ 
ments, he’s unfit to be a PCC. 
What he’s saying is not based on 
intelligence.” 

Mr Crichlow also attacked Mr 
Hurley’s comments about the po¬ 
lice’s handling of the Stephen 
Lawrence murder case, when he 
said that Sir William Macpher- 
son’s report into the case suffered 
from “post-colonial guilt”. 

Mr Crichlow said: “The 
Lawrence case was about a 
complete system failure and 
stereotyping.” 

Doreen Lawrence, mother of 
Stephen Lawrence, said PCCs 
must “build on the lessons high¬ 
lighted in the Macpherson report 
and develop community policing 
approaches that all communities 
can trust”.

She said: “I fear Kevin Hurley’s 
comments could undermine the 
trust and confidence of large sec¬ 
tions of the communities he is re¬ 
sponsible for policing. 

“His comments about my case 
are inaccurate. It is misguided to 
boil down the problem to a per¬ 
sonal one between the family and 
the police.” 

Defending his position, Mr Hur¬ 
ley said he has never disputed the 
value of a culturally diverse po¬ 
lice force or the need to do more 
to bring people from different cul¬ 
tural backgrounds into the organ¬ 
isation, but said: “To reach that 
position we have to have the 


courage to discuss the reasons 
why some people from ethnic 
minorities are not attracted to 
policing. 

“It was not my intention to 
cause distress to the Lawrence 
family or any of your readers and 
I apologise to them if any such 
offence has arisen from my 
comments.” 

Mr Hurley also apologised this 
week over comments he made on 
the Hillsborough disaster - in 
which he said that fans rushing 
out of pubs towards Leppings 
Lane at the last minute and an in¬ 
experienced fast-track police offi¬ 
cer who opened the exit gate were 
major causes of the incident. 

Despite the storm surrounding 
Mr Hurley, there has been sup¬ 
port for his approach. 

Mike Dodds, chairman of the 
Surrey Police Federation, said he 
was “absolutely capable of per¬ 
forming as PCC”. 

He said he agreed with his zero 
tolerance approach, his desire to 
“liberate” police officers, and his 
belief that relentless police criti¬ 
cism is damaging their ability to 
do the job - but not with the 59- 
year-old’s comments about ethnic 
diversity, saying it was right to 
use “positive action measures” to 
encourage ethnic minorities into 
the police.

Thousands of foxes die 
on roads without cull

Amid widespread calls for a fox 
cull and horror stories of at¬ 
tacks an animal rescue centre 
has revealed about 80,000 of 
them are killed on our roads 
every year. 

Leatherhead-based Wildlife 
Aid Foundation was operating 
on a fox found with a broken 
leg and internal bleeding last 
Tuesday, even as calls for culls 
were being raised across the 
county. 

The animal later died. 

Founder Simon Cowell said: “It 
was a car. You can bet your bot¬ 
tom dollar 99 per cent of the 
time it’s to do with man.” 

Approximately 600 to 700 foxes 
are brought in to the centre each 
year with injuries most com¬ 
monly caused by vehicles, poi¬ 
son, traps and getting stuck in 
fences. 

Mr Cowell said: “Everything is 
there to disrupt wildlife. 

“Seventy per cent of fox cubs 
do not make it through the first 
year of life.” 

A fox with a wound to the head 
and vixen with a ruptured liga¬ 
ment in its knee were also 
brought into the centre last 
month.

A man has pleaded guilty to 
handling a stolen rare me¬ 
dieval jug worth £750,000 
and described as “a national 
treasure”. 

Police retrieved the bronze 
jug - named the Wenlok Jug - 
from a property in Tadworth in 
September after it was stolen 
from a display cabinet at Stock- 
wood Discovery Centre in 
Luton four months earlier. 

Ronald Nash, 23, of Pitwood 
Green, Tadworth, pleaded 
guilty at Luton Crown Court 
on February 11, to handling 
stolen property and supplying 
class A drugs. 

Nash was arrested after an 
appeal on Crimewatch and an 
investigation into the theft of 
the jug, which is decorated 
with coats of arms and badges 
and has My Lord Wenlok in¬ 
scribed on it. 

Louis Kybert, 25, of Ferndale 
Road, Banstead, who was ar¬ 
rested by officers in the search 
for the jug, also appeared in 
court on Monday. 

He pleaded guilty to posses¬ 
sion of two stun guns and sup¬ 
plying of class A drugs. 

A third man arrested in 


connection with the investiga¬ 
tion has been released without 
further action. 

Bedfordshire Police’s Detec¬ 
tive Inspector Martin Peters 
led the investigation to trace 
and recover the jug. 

He said: “This was a high 


profile case that involved the 
theft of a national treasure and 
attracted a lot of public 
interest. 

“The amount of evidence 
gathered by officers has meant 
the offenders had no alterna¬ 
tive, but to plead guilty.” 


The 14th century jug, which 
stands 31.5cm tall and weighs 
6.1kg, is thought to be one of 
only three similar jugs in the 
UK. 

The inscription could relate 
to the first Lord Wenlock, who 
lived near Luton, or William 
Wenlock, who died in 1391 and 
is buried under a parish 
church in Luton. 

Nash and Kybert will be sen¬ 
tenced on March 15. 

Karen Perkins, director of 
museums at Luton Culture, 
said everyone was devastated 
when the theft happened, but 
were overjoyed to have the jug 
reinstated. 

She said: “There was a mea¬ 
sure of relief and absolute joy 
that we got it back. 

“We have a double reason to 
be thrilled. We can focus on 
getting the jug back on display 
as soon as possible.” 

She said top security experts 
had advised them during a re¬ 
view of CCTV, the alarm sys¬ 
tem and the high security 
display case. 

She said: “The jug is incredi¬ 
bly important to the people of 
Luton. 

“Its value is not as a bronze 
jug, but because it is one of only 
three of its kind in the world.” 



One careful 
owner? 

The first Lord Wenlock, John 
Wenlock, was made chief but¬ 
ler of England in 1461, which 
meant he supervised King Ed¬ 
ward IV’s butlery and provided 
wine and ale for feasts. 

He died at the Battle of 
Tewkesbury in 1471, while 
fighting the Lancastrians during 
the War of the Roses. 

Lord Wenlock’s great uncle 
William Wenlock was master of 
a hospital for the poor in Luton 
and canon of St Paul’s Cathe¬ 
dral from 1362. 

Elise Naish, collections man¬ 
ager at Luton Culture, said the 
jug’s coats of arms were from a 
bit earlier than Lord Wenlock’s 
lifetime, but possibly an old set 
of moulds had been used. 

She said: “It is more than 
likely that the jug belonged to 
Lord Wenlock and it was con¬ 
nected to the fact he was chief 
butler for the king. It is all sup¬ 
position. There is no proof.”

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UCA students finally get 
bar after seven dry years

Students are celebrating after 
their university finally gets a 
bar after seven dry years. 

The University for the Cre¬ 
ative Arts (UCA), which has 
1,700 students, closed its bar 
in 2006, apparently because 
of a lack of demand from 
students. 

But last week the institution 
- which only became a univer¬ 
sity in 2008 - announced a new 
bar would be created for 
thirsty students later this 
year as part of a refurbish¬ 
ment of its canteen. 

UCA spokeswoman Angela 
Chadwick said: “We are plan¬ 
ning to put in place a bar that 
will support student social 
activities. 

“With our catering services 
and the Student Union (SU) 
we are exploring how this 
might operate.” 

It is hoped the bar will be up 
and running by September 
2013, in time for the new aca¬ 
demic year. 

This news comes days after 
students told the Epsom 
Guardian they felt betrayed 


and disappointed at the lack of 
a student bar and that UCA 
Epsom was “missing out on 


the campus feeling”. 

Just 24 hours before the 
university’s announcement, 


Ed Hewison, a member of the 
SU and the university campus 
officer, told the Epsom 
Guardian there was no de¬ 
mand amongst students for a 
bar. 

He said higher education 
organisations were finding 
themselves in a tough eco¬ 
nomic environment, making 
it difficult to find spare fund¬ 
ing, especially at smaller 
institutions. 

He said: “It is likely that if 
we ever had such funding, we 
would not use it to open a bar 
because this is not one of our 
strategic priorities.” 

Afterwards, Mr Hewison 
has said the SU was aware of 
the university’s plans, but re¬ 
fused to comment further. 

A 2008 student experience 
report by the National Union 
of Students revealed union 
bars and social areas were the 
most frequently used services 
provided by SUs - used even 
more than counselling ser¬ 
vices and faith centres. 

The report also showed stu¬ 
dents at rural institutions, 
such as UCA Epsom, relied 
much more heavily on their 
union bar than those in cities.

Fighting fires is a family affair 


The flames of love were lit for 
a couple of firefighters by 
working together at the same 
fire station. 

Jane Northeast, 44, met hus¬ 
band Steve, 45, at Epsom fire 
station where they worked on 
the same watch and travelled 
together in the same fire 
engine 

They married a decade ago 
and, after switching to differ¬ 
ent shifts to cut the cost of 
childcare, used to bring their 
son Connor, now 11, to the sta¬ 
tion in a carry cot and hand 
him over when the couple 
switched shifts.

Mrs Northeast wanted to 
be a firefighter since 
she was a child when 
her ears used to 
prick up at the 
sound of fire en- 


this was the job.” 

Mrs Northeast had to juggle 
proving herself as a female 
firefighter in training with 
looking after her eldest son 
Daniel, now 20, but she has no 
regrets. 

She said: “You just have to 
be a certain standard, but you 
wanted to do a little bit more.” 


Two years ago she and a 
teammate wearing breathing 
apparatus rescued an uncon¬ 
scious man in his 80s from 
inside a burning building in 
Tadworth. 

She said: “You put yourself 
in a lot of dangerous situa¬ 
tions as a firefighter.” 

As well as fighting fires and 
helping the public the job also 
involves going into the com¬ 
munity and teaching children 
in schools. 

She said: “Every day is dif¬ 
ferent and I just love fires. I’m 
fascinated by it all.”

A pair of thieves who left thou¬ 
sands of people fuming when 
they ripped out BT copper cables 
have been jailed. 

Daryl Carslake, 30, and Gavin 
Marriott, 28, both from Epsom, 
were jailed at Southwark Crown 
Court on Friday, February 8, 
after pleading guilty to two 
counts of theft of cabling from 
Teddington and Sussex. 

They both received a sentence 
of 16 months for each count, to 
run concurrently, reduced from 
two years due to their early guilty 
pleas. 

The men stole the cabling in 
two separate incidents in May 
last year, each time posing as 
workmen and travelling in a van 
towing a large winch to extract 
the cable via manholes. 

On May 9, the men targeted a 
manhole in Langham Road, Ted¬ 
dington, and got away with 425m 
of cable. 

They were challenged by a pass¬ 
ing council permit officer, but 
made off swiftly. 

The officer took photographs of 
them and noted the registration 
number of their van - informa¬ 
tion that was later used to link 
the pair to a cable theft commit¬ 
ted in Sussex on May 29. 

On that day, Carslake and Mar¬ 
riott visited a site in Fernheath, 
Sussex, cutting cable that served

hundreds of residents and busi¬ 
nesses, before returning the fol¬ 
lowing day to remove it. 

BT engineers, who were called 
to the location to reports of ser¬ 
vice problems, witnessed the men 
arrive and called the police. They 
were then arrested by Surrey Po¬ 
lice and the cable was recovered. 

The pair were then arrested by 
the London Crime Squad for the 
theft in Teddington and subse¬ 
quently charged with both 
offences. 

Detective Chief Inspector Lee 
Hill, of the London crime squad, 
said: “Metal theft impacts upon 
the lives of tens of thousands of 
Londoners every year with

telecommunication being cut off, 
and trains and transport 
disrupted. 

“We will continue to work close¬ 
ly with our partner agencies to 
bring those involved to justice. 

“These sentences send out a 
strong message to those involved 
in this type of criminal activity 
and, hopefully, will deter others.” 

Simon Davies, BT general man¬ 
ager for cable theft, said: “This 
case highlights the often highly 
organised nature of metal theft 
by persons who are only con¬ 
cerned with maximising their 
proceeds from this crime and 
care nothing for the disruption 
they cause for communities.”

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KFC submits new plan 
to take away old pub

KFC has submitted a second plan¬ 
ning application to turn a historic 
Ewell pub into a fast-food take¬ 
away and restaurant. 

At a meeting of Epsom Council’s 
planning committee in December, 
councillors voted to reject the orig¬ 
inal application by the fast food 
giant to turn the Organ and Drag¬ 
on, which used to be a pub and 
Thai restaurant, in London Road, 
Ewell, into a KFC. 

Councillors said development on 
the site, at the junction of London 
Road and Ewell bypass, would 
have an “adverse impact on the 
highway’s safety” - to the delight 
of residents who presented a 1,000- 
signature petition to the council 
opposing the plans. 

KFC is currently appealing that 
decision to the Government’s 
planning inspectorate, but also 
submitted a second application to 
the council at the end of January 
in order to address the potential 
safety and traffic concerns raised 
by KFC’s previous application. 

Elaine Jury, who led the resi¬ 
dents’ petition, said: “We don’t 


think the change will make any 
difference. They have moved the 
entrance to the proposed KFC a 
few metres up London Road, but 
it’s still on that busy road, opposite 
the BP garage. 

“The main issue is still the vol¬ 
ume of cars going in and out. Sur¬ 
rey Highways hasn’t done its own 
survey of the road and is relying 
on KFC’s figures, and we don’t 
agree with those figures. 

“We don’t object to KFC as a 
brand or as a restaurant, we just 
don’t want a takeaway on that 
busy road. It’s crazy. 

“We’re still having meetings and 
we will be speaking again for three 


minutes at the planning meeting 
when it’s considered.” 

A council spokesman said: “This 
is a new application and is being 
treated as such. Our understand¬ 
ing is the applicant believes it has 
addressed the issues that led to its 
previous application being reject¬ 
ed by the planning committee. 

“The rejection of the previous 
application was made due to con¬ 
cerns about possible traffic impli¬ 
cations of a fast food takeaway at 
the site.”

I was left terrified after my 
dogs were attacked by a fox 


In light of the recent fox attack 
on a baby, the influx of foxes in 
the area urgently needs to be 
dealt with. 

I live in Arundel Avenue in 
Ewell. Throughout last sum¬ 
mer my garden was plagued 
with foxes leaving their excre¬ 
ment ah over the place. 

I have two dogs who have 
been menaced by these crea¬ 
tures. When they see a fox in 
the garden through the win¬ 
dow they continuously bark 
at it. 

They are generally quiet 
dogs other than this. My dogs 
are exercised regularly, but I 
only let them in the garden to 
go to the toilet. 

On two occasions in the past 


three months there has been a 
fox in the garden at the same 
time as the dogs, causing a 
major fracas. 

The most recent incident 
resulted in one of the smaller 
dog being bitten by the fox 
and the larger one badly 
scratched. 

After asking two neighbours 
to help me get the dogs in I con¬ 
tacted the council to advise 
there was a fox in my garden. 

I was not sure if it was dead 
or alive, and that I was too 
afraid to go out and look at it. 

The council said it could only 
come out if the fox was dead 
and advised me to contact the 
wildlife trust. 

The wildlife trust, on the 


other hand, said they could 
only come out if the fox was 
still alive. 

I explained I was scared of 
trying to find out, in case the 
fox attacked me. 

I was advised to take a long- 
handled broom and to go and 
prod the fox with it, which I 
was not prepared to risk. 

I had to wait until my hus¬ 
band came home and checked 
the garden before I dare let the 
dogs out again. 

After this one of the dogs 
now has a skin infection, 
caught from the fox’s scratch¬ 
es. The vet recommended 
treatment that cost in excess of 
£ 100 . 


is not uncommon and an 
increasing number of dogs are 
being brought in with injuries 
resulting from a fox attack. 

It is not unusual when walk¬ 
ing to Nonsuch Park to sight at 
the very least, two foxes lurk¬ 
ing around, which I find quite 
frightening after witnessing 
such an incident. 

I am not against wildlife, but 
I really do think the time has 
come for this problem to be 
dealt with as a matter of ur¬ 
gency, and that someone takes 
this seriously before an, adult 
or child is seriously maimed or 
injured, or worse.

House sales on the rise 

New report says sales got off to a strong start in January 


2013 has seen a strong start to the 
number of homes being sold across 
the UK. 

That’s according to the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) whose members reported a 
rise in the number of sales in 
January - the fourth month in a row 
in which transactions have 
increased. 

Peter Bolton King, RICS global 
residential director, said: “While it is 
still very early days to talk about a 
comprehensive market recovery, 
activity levels are still encouraging 
and there is some optimism out 
there that things could continue to 
improve.” 

Looking ahead, chartered 

surveyors are optimistic that the

price stability seen in recent months 
will persist over the coming three 
months and, more significantly, they 
anticipate prices beginning to move 
a little higher as the year wears on. 

“Meanwhile, future transaction 
levels are expected to remain on an 
upward trajectory.” 

Mr Bolton King added: “Price falls 
across the UK have gradually 
stemmed in recent months and it is 
interesting to see that the amount of 
completed transactions are on the 
rise, as confidence returns to the 
marketplace. 

“That said, in London and the 
south east high house prices, and the 


lofty deposits required by many 
lenders, continue to prevent many 
first-time buyers from getting a foot 
on the ladder, which is preventing 
any significant movement at the 
lower end of the market.” 

The findings have been confirmed 
by one group of estate agents, 
Townends, which has offices in 
Surrey. It says its estate agents have 
seen a strong start to the year with 
the highest number of new 
buyers registering since the 
market last peaked in 2007. 

Douglas Sleeper, 

Townends sales director, 
said: “January has been 
particularly busy with 
applicant levels up some 50 
per cent compared with two 


years ago. This is great news for the 
market and we are certainly seeing 
green shoots, but activity is still 
characterised by those that have to 
move for work, financial or personal 
reasons, rather than those who want 
to climb the property ladder. 

“Until people are offered more 
choice, many are telling us they will 
sit tight, a rather Catch 22 
situation.” 


Townends says it has also seen a 
steady rise in the number of 
enquiries from buy-to-let investors. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders 
(CML) recently confirmed that 
increased lending and greater 
availability of 90 per cent loan-to- 
value mortgages are two of the 
catalysts responsible for this 
increased buyer activity and 
interest.
